Response to Amendment 

The Amendment filed on Nov. 17, 2008 has been entered. Claims 2-5 and 27-30 are 
cancelled per the Amendment filed, therefore, claims 1, 6-10, 12, 13, 15 and 31-39 remain 
pending in the current application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The title of the application has been amended as follows: Liquid crystal display 
comprising a pixel region including areas with different effective voltages . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 6-10, 12, 13, 15 and 31-39 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 6 (Amended) : The cited prior arts disclose all of the limitations 
regarding the liquid crystal display as set forth in the last Office Action, however, the prior arts 
either alone or in combination fairly teach or suggest that the liquid crystal display further having 
a constant cell thickness including an effective retardation and chromaticity characteristics as set

forth in the claims when no polarizer is provided. Therefore, claims 1 and 6 are deemed non- 
obvious and inventive over the prior arts and are allowed. 

As to claims 7-10, 12, 13, 15 and 31-39 : Since claims 7-10, 12, 13, 15 and 31-39 depend 
either directly or indirectly on the allowed claims 1 and 6, therefore, are also allowed.
